Brave Deeds of Men in Amer- 
cas Fighting 
Service. 


For unusual ‘heroism the 
Secretary of the Navy has just 
awarded a medal of honor to 
Ora Graves, a seaman of the 
United States Navy. His is the 
second medal of honor award- 
ed to a man in the regular 
navy since the war began. On 
December 23 last an explosion 
followed the firing of a three- 
inch salute charge on board 
the U.8.8. Pittsburgh, then in 
South American waters. Two 
men were killed and several 
others injured. Graves was 
thrown to the deck, but soon 
recovered. Coming to his 
senses, he noticed a bundle of 
burning waste lying on the 
deck. Despite his knowledge 
of the presence of powder in 
@ near-by casemate and the 
risk he took of being killed 
by explosion, he picked up the 
blazing material and put out 
the flame with his hands.

“The German policy in the east 
recently has been directed toward 
preventing atrocities and devastation 
in the interest of humanity, while 
the German policy in the west is oc- 
cupied entirely in atroci- 
ties and devastations. 

Why this difference of treatment 
of Belgium, on one side, and other 
peoples on the other? I know of no 
explanation except that Germany 
pursues her methods with remorse- 
less insistency and alters or varies 
the excuse she gives for her policy. 


“Tf she invades Belgium, it is mil- 
itary necessity; if Courland, it is in 
the interest of humanity. It is im- 
possible to rate very highly the pro- 
fessions of humanity, international 
righteousness and equity in regard 
to these populations which figure so 
largely in the speeches. I am quite 
unable to understand how anybody 


can get up in the Reichstag and 
claim that is waging «a 
efensive war..

TORONTO (Ont.) Feb. 27.—News-

3 CONCRETE SHIPS. 


MANAGING HEAD SAYS FIRST 
HULD WILL BE OFF WAYS IN 
ONE HUNDRED DAYS. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
PASADENA, Feb. 28.—The energy 
of hundreds of men is to be devoted 
to the building of the hull of the 
first concrete ship at Redondo Beach 
which will be rushed to completion 


| within 100 days, according to Ed- 
ward Beckert, managing director of} 


the Ferro-Concrete Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration, who arrived here with his 
staff yesterday from New York. 


after the final agreements are signed 
between the Trustees of Hermosa and 
Redondo Beach. 

Mr. Beckert is president of the 
Hedden-Pearson-Starrett Corporation 
of New York City, a subsidiary of 
the Pearson Engineering Corpora- 
tion, which has performed $800,000,- 
000 worth of construction improve- 
ment work in this and other coun- 
tries. The Ferro-Concrete Shipbuild- 
ing Corporation is subsidiary to this 
New York company. 

Mr. Beckert said: “The first hull 
is to be 3500 tons deadweight ca- 
pacity and will be 300 feet in length 
The design of the ships to follow 
will be fully decided upon after the 
launching of the first ship. 

CALIFORNIA IDEAL SITE. 


“You may say that California is 
the place climatically, geographical- 
ly and God-given for the construc- 
tion of concrete ships, every element 
necessary is here in. profusion. Un- 
less the signs of the fimes are en- 
tirely wrong, California in five years 
can lead the world in the control of 
shipping. It is entirely within the 


province of the capital and labor of 


the State to put California in the 
lead; the great difference which will 
exist between the capital necessary 
to develop a shipyard for the build- 
ing of steel and wooden ships and 
that necessary to build concrete 
ships is vastly and naturally differ- 
erent. — as that a very 
small proportion of the working capi- 
tal invested ait go toward the pur- 
chase of machinery, most of the 
working capital going directly inte 
the construction of the ships them- 
selves and not into machinery which 
in a year or two has so depreciated 
as to be a total loss. 

“The class of work will provide 
employment for the common labor- 
er as the building of concrete ships 
does not require as great a num- 
ber of skilled mechanics; of course 
there is something to the new indus- 
try beside the use of a garden hose 
and a concrete mixer.”

Mr. Furneaux, however, went to the 
man's assistance and managed to 
get one leg out, but the other was 
nearly through above the 
knee. Finding it impossible to pull 
this leg out, Mr. Furneaux ampu- 
tated it with an ordinary clasp knife 
and then carried the man to a boat. 
When in the boat he dressed the 
wound as well possible, and gave 
the life belt hé was wearing to the 
wounded man.

ERMANY’S FORLORN HOPE. 

German militarism, despite its boasted 
efficiency, has fallen for the lure of the East 
and has turned from its contemplated offen- 
sive on the westera front to follow a will-o- 
the-wisp of world empire into the swamps 
and frozen regions of Arctic Russia. Cables 
from Europe relate that the German and 
Austrian cities are wild with joy over the 
patched-up treaty effected with the Ukraine 
Rada and the progress the German forces 
are making in their invasion of Central and 
Northern Russia. Bells are ringing and the 


populace is thrilled by promises of bountiful | 


supplies of foodstuffs that are to come 
across the frontier. 

This jubilation of the populations of the 
Central Powers has thrown a fright into 
some of our hothouse American strategists. 
They have nightmares of the Kaiser adding 
the whole of the territory of the former 
Czars to his German possessions, feeding 
his armies on the supplies from that vast 
storehouse and .conscripting at least ten 
million Russians to serve with his veteran 
troops on the western front. They would 
have us accept the German terms of a peace 
based on the status quo ante for the West- 
ern Powers before a worse fate befalls us. 
Some of their lamentations have found 
place in American publications that should 
know better. 

But it has not been observed that Pres!i- 
dent ‘Wilson or Lioyd George or Premier 
Clemenceau has displayed any nervousness 
over the latest developments in the Russian 
situation. These men are students of world 
history. They know that joy bells have 
rung about once every hundred years in the 
past over the collapse of Russia before the 
attack of one of her neighbors; but that 
the rejoicing has always quickly turned to 
mourning. Streets were decorated and bells 
Were rung in Sweden more than two hun- 
dred years ago when Charles XII led his 
hitherto unconquered legions through the 
Ukraine to attack the strongholds of the 


Czars. But these bells were soon tolling) 


a requiem for the nation’s dead. More than 
70,000 fell in the terrible battle of Pultowa 
and in the retreat of the Swedish and Cos- 
sack forces which followed. Sweden has 
mot yet recovered from the disastrous et- 
fects of that campaign. 

Joy bells rang through France when the 
legions of Napoleon swept across Russia 
and prepared to winter in the capital of the 
Czars. But France is just beginning to get 
over the effects of that ill-fated Russian 
campaign. A vision of world empire has 
led the House of Hohenzollern to follow the 
old path through Poland and across the 
Ukraine into that great mystery land that 
seems protected by invisible but powerful 
‘forces against western invasion; into that 
graveyard of the most magnificent armies 
Europe formerly produced.

across the frontiers. The Ukraine country

Viewing the situation calmly and dispas- 


sionately, there is certainly no cause for 


hysteria on the part of the Allies. German 
militarism has become intoxicated by its 
victories and it is plunging into new ex- 
cesses which the wealth of a world would 
be insufficient to support; and the German 
civil populations are literally perishing of 
starvation and privations; it is a wild danse 
macabre that the mad Kaiser and the fren- 
zied military caste are leading them. 
This invasion of Russia is the last revelry 
of the German Belshazzar. The Hinden- 
burg line has already become as weakened 
as were the walls of ancient Bapylon. Those 
of broad mental vision can read the hand- 
writing on the wall that spells the doom of 
military autocracy in Europe. Lust for em-

pire has dulled the perception of the Ger 
Man military strategists and they have per- 
mitted their greed to warp their judgment, 
For all of which the Allied nations should 
be duly grateful. They could indeed have 
afforded to furnish the supplies for that 
German invasion; for it promises to shorten 
materially the duration of the war. To con- 
tinue the war Germany needed new life and 
new blood; she will find neither in the great 
Russian graveyard which she is now invad- 
ing. 


A “BARBER"-OUS DECISION. 

In a case which was tried at Boise 
City, Idaho, the jury was kept together for 
two months. The Idaho statute requires the 
county to provide jurors during a trial with 
lodgings, food, fuel, lights and stationery. 
The bills for all these things were audited 
and ordered paid by the Board of County 
Commissioners, but they balked at a bar- 
ber’s bill of $81.65 for shaving and cutting 
hair of the jurors. Whereupon the barber 
sued the county. The court gave the plain- 
tiff a judgment for the amount claimed. The 
board appealed and the renowned case of 
Schnizkey vs. the Board of County Commis- 
sioners came before the Supreme Court. 
That tribunal held that the claim presented 
could be justified, if at all, only on the 
ground of the inherent power of the court 
to incur and order paid all such expenses 
as are necessary for the holding of court 
and the administration of the duties of 
courts of justice. 

But, reasoned the Supreme Court of Idaho, 
the whiskers and hair of the jurymen would 
grow just the same at home. There is noth- 
ing peculiar or special about jury service 
that will cause whiskers and hair to grow. 
If they had been at home it would have been 
just as necessary for them to have the bar- 
ber’s services as while serving on the jury. 
“Shaving and hair-cutting are not necessary 
incidents In the administration of justice.” 

From this opinion one of the justices dis- 
sented. He said: “The juror is at liberty 
at home to shave himself, select his own 
barber and have his beard and hair clipped 
at will. His personal liberty in this re- 
spect is invaded. The law has taken pos- 


’ gession of him and denied his right to stop 


the growth of his hair and whiskers. The 
law is responsible for their growth. The 
law should take care of his personal ap- 


pearance. He could send his linen out and 
have it laundered: but I am not advised of 
any process by which a juror could send to 
the barber shop his whiskers or hair and 
have them properly groomed and returned 
and placed in position for future decision.” 

This “barberous” decision of the Supreme 
Court of Idaho is destined to rank in the 
history of American jurisprudence with the 
Dred Scott decision, the greenback decision 
and the ruling that the Constitution follows 
the flag in the Philippines and does not fol- 
low it in North Carolina. Judge Marshall 
never rendered so clear an explanation of 
the right of the citizen to promote or ter- 
minate the growth of his chin whiskers, 
subject only to the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States aud the Thirteenth. Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth Amendments thereto. 

The Times is glad to note that the re- 
search. the philosophy, the law-learning of 
the Idaho justice bas illuminated the dark- 
ness and confusion which previously existed 
as to hirsute law and made the right of 
man to his whiskers as clear as mud.

The Pinchots have not relinquished 
‘their pernicious activities to worm through 
Congress bills to enable the owners of oil, 


and water-power sites to monopolize these 
natural resources by substituting a system 
of leasing these lands by the government 
for that of ownership. 
All oil lands and all mineral lands in this 
country have for three-quarters of a century. 
- been free to citizens of the United States to 
acquire by discovery, location and develop- 
ment. The Pinchotic plan would prevent 
any further development of such lands ex- 
cept by lessees of the United States govern- 
ment and would place the power to lease in 
the hands of bureau officers at Washington. | 
It is to be hoped and expected that the 
Senatorial and Congressional . delegations 
from all the Pacific and Intermountain 
States, from the Canadian to the Mexican 
line, will oppose the leasing legislation at- 
tempted by the Pinchots. Los Angeles is 
especially interested in defeating their 
scheme. The factdries, furnaces and forges 
of this city are supplied with motive power 
by fuel oil, by natural gas and by electrical 
energy largely generated by the use of fuel 
oll. The locomotives on our steam rail- 
roads are run with fuel oll. The wheels of 
our trolley cars are turned by electricity 
and the city is lighted by the electric fluid 
much of which is manufactured with fuel 
oil The thousands of automobiles which 
course through our streets are run with gas- 
oline made from petroleum, and the cooking 
for 600,000 people is done with a mixture 
of natural gas with gas made from petro- 
leum. Almost every loaf of bread that is 
raised in this city involves the use of Call 
fornia soda, and almost every package of 
detergents used in home cleaning and laun- 
dry work comes from California potash, | 
The result of the success of the Pinchot 
leasing legislation would inevitably be out- 
rageous menopolies and an increase in the 
price of fuel ail, coal, gas, electrical energy, 
* and heat that would materially add to 
the cost of living and the cost of manufac- 
turing in this city. 3 
And this is not all. The leasing system 
might be extended to lead, copper, silver and 
gold deposite and possibly to agricultural 
jands—and the American prospector and the 
American homesteader would disappear. 


As OFFICERS SHOULD DIE. 


The proportion of American officers lost 
to officers saved, when the Tuscania went 
down, was much greater than the percent- 
age of enlisted men who perished. | 

That fact tells its own story. It shows 
how strongly the officers felt that their 
first duty was to care for the men they com- 
manded. Afterward they might think of 
themselves. 

The officers who died as the Tuscania 
sank met their fate in accordance with the 
traditions of the American army. They 
showed the forgetfulness of self, the devo- 
tion to their country, which the history of 
the republic would have led any student of 
the nation’s wars to expect. 

In the German army the officers follow 
their men in attacks on enemy positions, 
In the American army and the British army 
the officers lead. German military efficien- 
cy is undeniable, but how much finer and 
more inspiring the American way is! It has 
a value for the nation, in peace as well as 
war, that the German method can never 
have. > 

There is a moral tonic in such a page of 
history as the men who stood aside for oth- 
ers wrote when the Tuscania went down.— 
{Cleveland Leader.

A LEAGUE OF REASON. 


Jerome K. Jerome, Famous Art- 
ish Humorist, Denounces N 
elist as Warmiongers. 


BY JEROME K. JEROME. 
There are two hopeful things 
‘about this war. The one is that it 
is going to end. Sooner or later, 
the dove will return with the olive 
leaf in her mouth. God will have 
caused a wind of reason to pass over 
the earth and the waters of anger 
and hatred-shall be asstiaged. Not 
all the Northcliffes apd Reventiows 
in Europe can eliminate that fact. 
They can delay the end, but it will 
come. Today the many-headed how! 
at those who would hasten peace, 
Tomorrow the curses will be for 
those who have prolonged the war. 

The other is that there is going to 
be no “crushing victory” on either 
side. It would almost seem as ff 
a far-seeing providence had arranged 
that the forces should be so evenly 

balanced as to preclude this possi- 
bility. 4ny “crushing victory” would 
make militarism triumphant through 
the world for the next century. It 
would prove its value and reestab 
lish its prestige as the most effica- 
cious arbiter of human affairs A 
general draw will expose its futility 
and overwhelm it with the execga- 
tions of the people. No nation, con- 
taining the seeds of life, ever has 
been crushed. ‘Wounded and en- 
raged, it but creeps away to feed up- 
on its bitterness and work out its 
revenge. After 300 years the Balkan 
States turn and rend their persecu- 
tor. Israel, 2000 years after the 
destruction of the Temple, has 
grown into a world-wide power. The 
Jena of yesterday becomes the 
Sedan of today, and the “peace” of 
1870 lets loose the deluge of 1914, Jf 
our rulers could be taken and 
forcibly instructed in history they 
would stand aghast at their own 
folly. That knock-out blow, if it 
were to be delivered, would send all 
Europe into training for a still more 
frightful war. As it is, the nations, 


nothing, will be in the mood to listen 
to other counsels. 


PREPARING THE WAY. 


On the use that Reason makes of 
its opportunity during the years im- 
mediately following the war, and 
before the world has had time to for- 
get, will depend the fate of mankind 
for the next half-dozen generations. 

A league of all the nations to en- 
force a universal peace is a fine dea. 
One day it will be reached, and our 
children will look back with pitying 
wonder to an age when civilized 
man allowed himself, in all supreme 
matters, to be ruled by the law of 
the jungle. But the ape and tiger 
will not be driven forth without a 
struggle. The way will have to be 
abandoned by the nations till the in- 
stinctive belief in war as a God- 
0 ned institution shall have been 
rooted out of the individual man. 
War will yield to the same forces 
that, working through its silent, un- 
seen processes, has conquered its 
twin sister Superstition; and only 
to that force—to the gradual rise of 
Reason. 


A NEW MENTALITY. 

I would appeal to the thinking 
men and women in the Allied coun- 
tries to join with them; to help to 
create throughout the world a 
mentality that shall render war im- 
possible. I trust that after this foul 
orgy of blood and mud we shall not 
again be pestered with a plague of 
silly poems and stories glorifying 
war; that our boys and girls will not 
again, as in the past, be fed upon 
hooks and pictures designed to in- 
crease the appetite of the natural 
I do not think I 
am giving to my own profession un- 
due importance by expressing ‘he 
conviction that, since the advent 
of the printing press the world’s 
lust of warfare has been chiefly 
fostered by the writers of fic 
tion. If that is to continue, we 
can say good-by to any dream of 
lasting peace. Unless, after this war, 
the writers of all countries, aided in 
a lesser degree by the musicians 
and the painters, subm them- 
selves to a selfdenying ordinance, 
the next generation will most as- 
suredly w up, hungering and 
thirsting for the taste of war. [Was 
brought up as a youngster on 
| Erckmann-Chatrian ani Alexander 
Dumas with tales of the border feuds 
and the joyuas days of the Round 
Table: and I can remember how my 
schoolboy blood leaped with delight 

when I heard that Prussia had de- 
| clared war on France; and how I 
hoped that one day, not far re 
moved, my own dear country would 
call me to battle. On Sunday I did 
lip-service to peace, but in my heart 
of hearts I deemed it the prayer of 
a coward. You cannot play the 
devil's music for ever and not en 
pect the young men to dance to the 
tune. 

THE OLD LEAVEN. . 


There are signs that the warning 
is not unheeded. Dear ladies who 
have prebably never seen anything 
more gruesome than the convales- 
cent ward of a base hospital are al- 
ready writing the romantic histories 
of happy warriors in the trenches. 
Elderly gentlemen of a religious 
turn of mind are extolling the battle- 
field as the only deathbed worthy 
of a Christian. The Old Testament 
‘is being ransacked—not in vain, and 
not for the first time in history—for 
passages calculated to inflam the 
, nassions of mankind, the bishops are 
busy extracting from the story of 
Christ’s life arguments against the 
conscientious objector. The old 
leaven is threatening to permeate us 
anew. Even Mr. Wells, carried away 
apparently by enthusiasm for 
things military, imagines his new 
god as a gentieman in shining 
armor.

IN ENEMY PLOT. 


Charge Seamen with Succoring 
Interned Germans. 


Dynamite also Reached Teu- 
ton Hands, ’Tis Said. 


Action Followed Inquiry by 
Federal Officials. 


Capt. John Benedetson, Chief En- 
gineer Rocktschull and Purser Por- 
tiz of the steamer Centralia, with a 
cargo of coffee and lignum vitae 
from Guayaquil, Ecuador, to San 
Francisco, were lodged in the Coun- 

7 

ty Jail, yesterday, on a warrant 
charging them with violating the 
espionage and the trading with the 
enemy acts. The preliminary exam- 
ination of the accused will ke 
place before United States Com . 
sioner Hammack, tomorrow. 

The Centralia, which is now tied 
up at the harbor, is owned by the 
Pan-American Steamship Com- 
pany. of San Francisco and has 
been engaged for some time in the 
Mexican and South American trade. 
The captain is a naturalized Swede; 
the chief engineer a naturalized 


| German, and the purser is said to be 


an American of Mexican parentage. 

The arrests followed a thorough 
investigation of the prisoners by 
Collector of Customs Elliott, Assist- 
ant United States District Attorney 
Lawson, Deputy Collector Hensley 
of San Diego, and Immigration In- 
spector Munster. 

Among the charges against the 
commander of the boat and his 
subordinates is that they furnished 
a quantity of supplies to eighty in- 
terned German sailors at San Rosa- 
lia, a French mining colony in Low- 
er California. 

Another charge is that the de- 
fendants, at various times, ex- 
pressed the strongest pro-German 
sentiment among the crew—the ves- 
sel carried no passengers—advising 
the men not to enlist and denounc- 
ing President Wilson and the Unit- 
ed States in unmeasured terms. 

It was the first trip of the Centra- 
Yia under its present owners. The 
cargo aboard the ship when it 
steamed south from San Francisco 
consisted of dynamite and powder. 
This, it is said, was intended for 
mining operations in Mexico, but it 
is charged that a large quantity of 
the dynamite was unloaded at a 
German-controlled port in Hon- 
duras. 

On its trip to South America the 
Centralia had hard luck, for it 
grounded three times on its out- 
ward passage, while three Incipient 
fires were discovered in the hold on 
the way back. but were quenched 
before much damage was done. O 
the way back at one time there 
was two feet of water in the hold.

SARY ORDINANCE; A NEW 
YORKER MAKES BID. 


The City Council yesterday adopt- 
ed an ordinance authorizing the sale 
of $918,000 worth of the Hollywood 
district water bonds at 5% per cent. 
interest. Special Counsel W. B. 
Mathews of the Public Service Com- 
mission, who is in New York, tele- 
graphed that he had secured a pros- 
pective bidder and that immediate 
action on the part of the Council 
was necessary.

on Lomita avenue, at the corner of 
Brand boulevard, earlier granted to 
Clinton Booth, owner of the prop- 
erty, was suspended until a meet- 
ing of the Trustees on Friday eve- 
ning. It is claimed by some that 
these trees are the oldest, eucalyptus 
trees on the continent, and it is 
known certainly that they are older 
than any citizens’ memory of Glen- 
dale. There are thirty in the row, 
all eighty feet or more in height 
and of huge circumference. 

Although the agitation has been 
brewing for several days in anticipa- 
tion of a move on the part of Mr. 
Booth to start the actual work of 
destruction, the promise of the 
Trustees to reconsider the matter at 
the next meeting had quieted fears 
until it was discovered at 8 o'clock 
this morning that the work of ex- 
cavating had begun at the roots of 
the giant trees.

VACANT LOTS. 


Would Widen Scope of Home 
Garden Movement. 


Action on Proposed Plan is 
Needed at Once. 


Think City Should Lend its 
Assistance to Project. 


With the ground soaked down to 
proper depth for effective plowing, 
and with the planting time that 


counts most right at hand, it has be- 
come imperative that every vacant 
tract in Los Angeles that is to be 
made to contribute to the nation’s 
war store of food be immediately 
taken in hand and put into crops. 

The Times made the suggestion 
editorially two weeks ago that the 
food emergency created by the war 
demands that the back-yard gar- 
den movement already in operation 
here be expanded into a subdivision 
farm Movement to take in all the 
innnumerable tracts of from a few 
lots to several acres in extent scat- 
tered over Los Angeles. This sug- 
gestion Was repeated last Sunday, 
emphasis being laid upon the fact 
that the only thing needed to make 
such a plan a reality was some in- 
telligently organized effort. 

Ever since the subject was first 
breactied expressions of cagerness 
to help in any feasible plan have 
been coming te The Times from iu 


with a fund of farming knowledge. 
One and all have pleaded that some- 
thing be done to get. the thing 
started. All, too, have urged that 
no time was to be lost if the work 
was to be undertaken. 


CITY'S AID WANTED. 


Declaring that Los Angeles with 
usands of acres of vacant 
subdivision tracts and its - certain 
supply of irrigation water from the 
aqgueduet surplus is in a position to 
carry out an achievement without 
parallel in the history of American 
municipalities, Ross M. Russell, a 
local insurance man with offices in 
the Haas Building, asserted yester- 
day that the city itself could fur- 
nish enough teams, plows and labor 
to make a great inroad in the actual 
plowing that would be required in 
the subdivision farm scheme. The 
rest, he deciared, could be done with 
tractors, as originally suggested by 
The Times. 

“The street department has both 
horses and plows,” said Mr. Russell. 
“and there is no work they could 
do which would be so important as 
getting the vacant lands in Los An- 
geles plowed for crops. The aque- 
duct department also has similar 
equipment and this could be used 
for plowing at this time, when work 
on the Chateworth reservoir and 
other projects is being held back 
by the rains. It goes without ax 
ing that the tractor dealers of the 
elty would do anything they could 
in the way of furnishing demon- 
stration machines for a few days to 
help in such a cause. 

NEED ORGANIZATION. 


“It is my idea that the city 
should, with the means at its dis- 
posal, plow without charge any tract 
the owners of which will agree to 
plant or have planted to needed 
crops. An association of some kind, 
representative of the leading civic 
and business organizations of Los 
Angeles, should be formed to get 
owners of vacant holdings into line 
and to formulate and carry out a 
general plan of operation. The 
thing should be in every sense a 
community effort. with everybody 
willing to do what he can to help. 
Men with a knowledge of farming— 
and the city is full of people from 
the farming centers of the East and 
Middle West—should take exactly 
the same attitude toward’ such a 
movement as the women of the city 
have toward their Red Cross work. 
It is a war measure in every sense 
of the word. 

“It is preposterous to say that the 
thing cant be done. It can be done 
with complete success if men with a 
genius for organizing and putting 
big undertakings through will give 
it their attention. Nothing else is 
so important today as the measures 
on the war to a success- 
ful issue, In such a time as this it 
would simply be sinful waste to let 
all the vacant tracts in Los Angeles 
go unused simply for want of a 
plan for utilizing them. The back- 
yard gardens do not represent even 
a respectable fraction of the food- 
producing possibilities of all the 
available ground of the eity. All 
that is needed is a workable plan 
and that plan is needed now. Peo- 
ple applaud food conservation talks 
and shout their patriotism. Here is 
a chance to do something ‘that will 


count.”
